moents agningt the county, aggregat
fng more than $200,000, however, were
fssued In the United States court
The county fought on, adopting every
legnl devieo to defeat the enforce
ment of the judgment and the oase
has been In the court In some form
until about two years ago, when Unit
ed Btates Judge Phillips, at the In
stance of one of the judgment ecred
ftors, lsgued a wrlt of mandamus, dl
recting the county court Lo levy & tay
for the poartial puyment of the Indebt
edness.
